AUSTRIANS TURN ON CZAR
*IN WEST GALICIA FIGHT

Heavy Storms Pail to Abate Fury of

AND VON SPEE BOTH
NOTED COMMANDERS

British Victor in South At-
lantic Sea Fight Veteran of
Egyptian Campaign—Von
Spee, Able German Strate-
gist.

Viea Admiral 8ir  Frederick Charles
Doveton Bturdes;, Commander-in-Chiaf
of the Hritish squadron which has crosh-
ed the Gorman feel nesr the Falkland
Inlands, s n veteran of the Egyptlan
camprign of M yoars ago, and considered
one of the ablest ofMcers of lh? Moyal
Britlah Navy, Untll a few years ago
he was amsistant dlrector of the Impor-
tant Naval Intefligence Dapartment of the
Admiralty at Whitehall, London, His
risa to commander of the second crulser
mgundron, to which poat he was ap-
polnted In 1012, was rapld and was marik.
ed by servies which brought forth favor-
able comment on the part of his supe-
rlors on sevaral occasions and twice won
him the gold medal of the Royal United
Harvice Institution. He was appolinted
rear admiral ln oomeand of the first bat-
tle squadron In 199, and In 1912 recelved
the post he rniow holds,

Vies Admiral Sturdes wan born on June
#, 1550, He entered tha navy In 1871, and
his Nrst Important war service was In
the famous Egyptian campaign of 1583,
an A result of whiah he weara the Egyp-
tian modal, with the Alexandrin clasp,
for his services In the bombardment of
Alexandrin and for the same service he
woars the Khedive's Dig star. After his
roturn to Wogland from that campalgm,
In 189, he was married to Miss Marion
Adela Andrews.

In 1803 Admirdl Sturdee was detalled aa
assistant to the Director of Naval Ords
nance, and in 1809 he was promoted to
e a enptain. In the same year he com-
manded Lhe Britiah force which landed in
Snamon, and his service In the Bamoan
enmpaign won him another decoration,
He & n member af the Unfted Servies
Club of London, and his home Is at Dal-
keith Cottage, Intes Green, England.

Admiral von Bpes, commandér of the
German crulsers in the engagement with
the British squadron, was noted as a
naval strategist and was sald to have
played nn Important part In drawing up
fhe CGerman naval plans which went into
effect nutomatically at the outbreak of
the war, and enabled German ecrulsers
which were widely scattered over tha
Pacific to ¢ome together In spite of the
fact that thelr communlcation with Ber-
lin had boen cut off, and It was Impos-
sible for their commanders to recelve or-
ders from headqguarters.

Whils the detalls of the plan are un<
known, of course, It |8 suld that each
commander hxd been nupplled with =a
sealed map of the world when the plan
was drawn up several years ago, and that
on ench map were tiny dotas in various
parts of the Paclfic to which the com-
manders were to stenm with all speed
the moment war waa declared,

On thelr return to the dots that indi-
eated the place they would be jolned by
other warahips, It Is sald, the crulsers
were (0 meet merchantmen at specified
points to recelve coal and provisions,
making It unnecessary for them to put
Into any port until they had been joined
Ly enough fghting shipd to make thelr
powar formidable.

The carrying out of this plan made it
poasible for the German squadron conslet-
Ing of the Scharnhorst, Gnelsenau and
Leipzig under the command of von Spee,
to meet and defeat the Britinh squadron
connisting of the crulsers Monmouth,
Good Hopesand Glasgow and the tranas-
port Otranto under Rear Admiral Crad-
pek off the Chillan coast on November 1.
